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A GRANT of £50,000 is being 
sought to spruce up a park 
saved by residents. 

Aeroplane Park, on Haverhill's 
Chalkstone estate, has been the 
focus of a consultation carried 
out by St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council, after concern 
about anti-social behaviour. 

More than 70 per cent of residents 
surveyed on the estate said they wanted 
the park to remain open and now a new 
group - Friends of Aeroplane Park - has 
worked with the council’s parks service 
to submit a grant to revamp the area. 

The parks service has completed a 
funding application for about £50,000 
to the Big Lottery’s Changing Spaces 
fund, which if successful, will pay for 
lighting, new surfacing works and 
equipment. 

Alison Snape, chairwoman of Friends 
of Aeroplane Park, said the group had 
been set up to “enhance the park and 
create a place to benefit residents and 
the community as a whole”. 

She told the Weekly News: “The bid 
for funding is broken down for various 
items, including lighting, which will 
shine away from residents’ houses onto 
the park, planting materials and more 
play equipment.

Ofsted’s findings said the large 
majority of services, settings and 
institutions inspected are “good 
or better” and that safeguarding 
services are “well led and man¬ 
aged, and have good capacity to 
improve.”

However, the report highlights 
the need to reduce the number of 
16 to 18-year-olds not in edu¬ 
cation, training or work. The 
county council said it recognises 
this as a challenge and will work 
with partners to improve the 
number of young people who 
continue their learning after 16. 

The report also said: “Risks 
from budgetary pressures are well 
recognised, and there is commit¬ 
ment from elected members to 
ensure safeguarding and targeted 
services continue to be 
prioritised and protected as far as 
possible.” 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
portfolio holder for children, 
schools and young people’s 
services said: “Ofsted’s assess¬ 
ment reflects the hard work and 
dedication of staff in the county. 

“The report identifies educa¬ 
tional attainment, on the whole, 


remains lower than the national 
average. 

“This is another clear indic¬ 
ation that we must continue with 
the school organisational review 
to remove barriers from the 
education system, so young 
people can achieve the very best. 
This remains our top priority. 

“Ofsted recognises, through 
our targeted school improvement 
strategy, we are supporting those 
schools most in need of im¬ 
provement. 

“We will continue to do this to 
ensure young people can become 
successful members of society. 

“The report also identifies that 
that joint commissioning arr¬ 
angements are effective and that 
good value for money is ach¬ 
ieved.

County celebrates recycling record 


RECYCLING in Suffolk 
has reached an all-time 
high. 

The Suffolk Waste Part¬ 
nership annual report 
shows an increase in the 
county’s recycling rate to 
50.6 per cent, which is 
the first time it has 
recycled more than half 
its household waste. 

It also showed a 
reduction of more than 
41,000 tonnes in the 
amount of waste resi¬ 
dents sent to landfill. 


The annual report is 
based on activity from 
March last year to April 
this year, and also shows 
progress towards long 
term alternatives to 
landfilling waste. 

Cllr Roy Barker, chair¬ 
man of the Suffolk Waste 
Partnership, said: “An 
annual report is a great 
way in which residents 
can learn more about the 
many different waste 
projects happening 
across our county. It is 


also testament to the 
fantastic efforts our 
residents have shown 
this year. 

“None of the ach¬ 
ievements shown in the 
report would have been 
possible without every 
person taking the time to 
recycle their old plastic 
bottles, take a glass jar to 
the bottle bank or 
compost their kitchen or 
garden wastes. 

“These efforts are 
making a big difference 


and we thank everyone 
for their continued supp¬ 
ort.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
Suffolk County Council’s 
portfolio holder for waste 
said: “I am delighted with 
efforts that have been 
made by Suffolk’s resi¬ 
dents to do their bit to 
help the environment. 

“Let’s make our new 
year resolution to recycle 
and reduce our waste 
even more in 2011.” 


A council spokeswoman 
said it had been working 
with the Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team (SNT) to 
tackle anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

She added that the 
council never considered 
closing Aeroplane Park and 
has worked closely with the 
SNT to find solutions to the 
problems raised. 

Haverhill Town Council 
clerk Gordon Mussett said: 
“We’re supporting the 
application for funding. 

“We will continue to 
work with the residents and 
other organisations to 
provide diversionary 
activities for young people 
in the town. However, the 
provision for activities will 
of course be affected by the 
decision of Suffolk County 
Council to close the youth 
club.” 

The Friends of Aeroplane 
Park will know in the spring 
if their application for 
funding has been succ¬ 
essful.

ADULTS willing to buy alc¬ 
ohol and cigarettes for under- 
18s in Haverhill were found 
out in a sting operation. 

Trading standards officers teamed 
up with police and eight adults were 
approached by volunteer youngsters 
aged 15 and 16 to buy alcohol. 

One bought alcohol for them. 
Eleven adults were then approached 
by the youngsters to buy cigarettes, 
and one adult agreed. 

James Garrett, fair trading officer, 
said: “Tackling proxy purchasing is 
vital if we are to stop alcohol getting 
into the hands of youngsters - those 
who buy alcohol on behalf of 
children need to know they are 
committing a serious offence, which 
has consequences for the entire 
community. 

“Off-licences must be aware that 
proxy purchasing is illegal and must 
ensure they are doing all they can to 
prevent it and fulfil their duties as a 
responsible retailer.” 

Licensing inspector Becky Kidd- 
Stanton said: “Police and trading 
standards have been working 
together for some time to ensure 
licensed premises do not sell alcohol 
to underage people - I am delighted 
that we are now able to carry out 
partnership proxy sales operations. 

“A great deal of alcohol consumed 
by young people is bought by others, 
whether they are the parents of the 
children, older friends or just a 
person approached in the street. 

“Buying alcohol for underage 
people is irresponsible and illegal - 
if you are caught supplying alcohol 
to children you could receive 
anything from a fixed penalty notice 
to a £5,000 fine. 

“Our joint operations will be 
carried out with the primary aim of 
education - we want people to 
realise the dangers they are putting 
young people in by giving them 
alcohol, and to think again. 

“However, we will deal firmly with 
anyone caught making a proxy sale 
and, if appropriate, they will receive 
a fine or be prosecuted.” 

Trading standards have organised 
classes which will run in the new 
year to increase traders’ knowledge 
about age-restricted products.

They had given up hope of 
making the changes needed to 
care for Alfie as he got older. 

But thanks to the support of 
their community, the family 
now has builders on site, and 
Alfie’s new bedroom is halfway 
to completion. 

In 2009, the couple were 
approached by the then 
landlords of the Barnardiston

Arms pub in Kedington, and 
Brian and Dionne Walford and 
Alfie’s cause was made their 
charity of the year. 

This week, Mrs Long told the 
Weekly News: “We were 
obviously absolutely chuffed 
when they came to us, except 
that as parents we felt that we 
should provide for Alfie. But we 
realised that we couldn’t afford 
to without others’ help. 
Kedington has got that real 
community feel and we were 
overwhelmed by how much 
people wanted to support us. 
Lots of people came to us and 
said they wanted to help raise 
money.” 


The pub held multiple 
events to raise money, 
including a Caribbean night 
and a Hallowe’en disco. A 
photo diary of the fundraising 
is on display at the 
Barnardiston Arms. 

Dionne Walford said: “They 
are such a lovely family and 
really deserved it. Everybody 
rallied round and there was a 
brilliant atmosphere at all the 
events.” 

Alfie is looking forward to 
moving into his new room. Mrs 
Long added: “He is quite a laid 
back chappie. We have several 
appointments at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital to 


explore his options. But any 
treatment would have to make 
a massive difference to his 
quality of life to make the 
surgery worth it. It is so lovely 
that people still come and ask 
how he is doing.” 

The rest of the family are 
progressing well. The couple 
also have a daughter, Evie, who 
suffers from Costello 
syndrome, a genetic disorder 
that affects development. Mrs 
Long said: “She turned three 
last week and is a happy little 
thing. She’s a tough cookie. It’s 
nice to be able to share 
experiences - like Christmas - 
together as a family.”

A MAJORITY of Haverhill’s High 
Street shops are reporting a good 
start to the annual sales.

He said: “Wednesday was the 
first day the arts centre has been 
open and I am told by my coll¬ 
eagues that the town has been 
very busy. 

“We’re hopeful they had a good 
sale period in the run up to 
Christmas and an even healthier 
period after Christmas.” 

Hair Bar, a hairdressers in the 
High Street, have also been rushed 
off their feet. Owner Freddy 
Pfiffner said: “It’s been very very 
busy in the lead up to Christmas 
and now ahead of the New Year. 

“It slowed down for two or three 
days when we had the snow but 
our regulars still made it to us.” 

A number of retail chains on the 
High Street have also said the 
town was busy with bargain hunt¬ 
ers since Boxing Day

Police said it is not yet comp¬ 
arable to look at the total number 
of crimes for the period as there 
may be some reports to come and 
also crimes reported over longer 
periods, such as sexual abuse, 
which may show on last year’s list 


but not yet on this year’s. 

A police spokeswoman said: “At 
the moment, 2010 has generally 
lower crime figures for this 
period, although there could still 
be some incidents not yet rep¬ 
orted to us. 

“However, in both years crime 
levels are low. So it appears that 
people in general have taken note 
of our messages to help them stay 
safe over Christmas, which is 
pleasing. 

“There will again be extra 
patrols over the New Year period 
and we would remind people to 
drink sensibly and stick with 
friends when enjoying a night out 
over New Year.”

Summit to call for 
ideas on transport

COMMUNITIES will be 
given more power at a 
summit being held to solve 
Cambridgeshire's transport 
problems. 

The event - the first of its kind - 
will consider how grassroots groups 
can help to draw up local solutions 
in an era of tightened purse strings. 

Bus subsidies are expected to be 
reduced in Cambridgeshire and it 
has been suggested, for example, 
that community transport groups 
could be supported to replace 
some commercial services. 

The conference might also clear 
the way for a rollout of schemes 
such as car sharing and vehicle 
pooling, if they win support, and 
would have a particular focus on 
the needs of vulnerable residents 
and rural areas. 

The event is being organised by 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which wants to draw up a strategy 
to help it support organisations 
which have their own ideas and 
funding for transport schemes. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, its deputy 
leader and highways boss, said he 
wanted a “frank and open 
conversation”, free of party politics. 



He said: “We have to make every 
one of our limited pennies count 
and to do that we must work 
together.” 

The council has already asked 
people for their views on reducing 
transport expenditure as part of 
£161 million of cuts, with options 
including scrapping bus subsidies 
and cutting road maintenance 
spending by one-fifth. 

But the ability of community 
transport groups to step into the 
breach left by reduced public 
funding has been questioned by 
opposition Liberal Democrats, who 
warned some villages would end up 
being cut off. 

Cllr McGuire said: “Local 
authorities do not have a statutory 
duty to run buses but that should

not stop us from trying to find ways 
to provide local solutions to 
encourage and improve public 
transport links. 

“This is vital in rural areas and for 
our most vulnerable members of 
society. 

“We are consulting about 
funding and priorities but we have 
to recognise the current financial 
situation faced by all councils 
means there is little money to 
invest in services that are not a 
statutory duty.” 

Interested groups will be 
contacted with more information 
about the summit, a date for which 
is yet to be set, in the new year. 

Businesses, local authorities and 
health chiefs will also be invited.

Burglars jailed after 
thefts at rural shops 


FOUR men respon¬ 
sible for a string of 
burglaries across Suff¬ 
olk and Essex have 
been locked up for a 
total of 12 years. 

The four - from Essex 
and south-east London - 
were sentenced at Ipswich 
Crown Court for the 
offences. 

The investigation and 
prosecution was led by the 
Eastern Region Special 
Operations Unit (ERSOU), 
which was formed in fuly 
to tackle serious and 
organised crime across 
East Anglia. 

A number of burglaries 
were carried out at various 
shops across the two 
counties between October 
2009 and August this year, 
including Sible Hedingham 
in Essex.

Andrew Last, a 33-year- 
old demolition worker 
from Waverley Road in 
Eltham, was also arrested 
by Essex road policing 
officers in Marks Tey. 

Whalley pleaded guilty to 
13 counts of burglary, while 
the other three men each 
pleaded guilty to two 
counts of burglary at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Friday, December 10. 

At Ipswich Crown Court 
on Tuesday, December 21, 
Duncan Rowland was 
sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment with a 
further six months to serve 
after also pleading guilty to 
dangerous driving for

Whalley was sentenced 
to six years’ imprisonment 
while Peter Fabri and 
Andrew Last were both 
sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment. 

Senior investigating 
officer, Suffolk’s DI Martin 
Wright,said: “This is a 



fantastic result for not only 
residents in Suffolk and 
Essex, but also for ERSOU. 

“We’ve put paid to this 
gang who caused misery to 
small villages and comm¬ 
unities for several months. 

“They will not be pursing 
their criminal ways for a 
long time to come.”

Don't make survival 
a case of pot luck

I F YOU’RE one of those 
people who just has to look 
at a pot plant for its leaves to 
start wilting, perhaps it’s time to 
consider whether you might be 
killing it with kindness. 

So many of our favourites at this time 
of year, including poinsettias, forced 
bulbs and cyclamen, hate being 
overwatered or placed near radiators or 
in draughts. 

A little thought about where you are 
going to place your plant can go a long 
way to making sure it survives. 

Many festive plants, including indoor 
azaleas, pot chrysanthemums and 
cyclamen are virtually hardy and are 
happiest in a cool room such as a porch, 
cold hallway or in an unheated 
conservatory. 

Most, apart from the azalea, can be 
watered once every few days, so that the 
compost doesn’t dry out but isn’t sodden 
either. 

The azalea, however, can be watered

daily to keep the rootball moist. Stand it 
in a bowl of water for 20 minutes, then 
tip away the excess water. 

Cineraria and calceolaria also prefer 
cool conditions, such as an enclosed 
porch. As they are annuals, they’re 
better placed in an area you want to 


brighten up, rather than risk placing a 
much-loved permanent specimen there. 

Poinsettias come in other colours 
apart from red, including salmon pink 
and cream. They should thrive in bright 
filtered light, ideally in a bright living 
room, but don't put them in direct

sunshine 

or they may wilt, and all hate 
draughts. 

Again, don’t overwater them. Wait 
until the leaves show signs of wilting 
and then give the compost a good soak, 
but don’t allow the plant to stand in 
water for any length of time. 

Cyclamen, which come in a wide 
range of colours, like cool conditions 
and will flower longer at temperatures 
around 13-18C. Wait until the leaves 
just start to wilt before watering and 
always water from below, by standing in 
a deep saucer of water for a few minutes 
before allowing to drain. 

Forced bulbs are popular, particularly 
hyacinths, whose fragrance can fill a 
room, as well as bright and cheery 
dwarf narcissi and bold, brassy 
hippeastrum. 

They are extremely easy to maintain 
indoors as you can just treat them like 
annuals and throw them away afterwards 
because, if they’ve been forced, they 
won’t make much of an impact if you 
replant them in the garden. 

If you’ve forced your own, as soon as 
the buds have grown and are about to 
show their real colour, bring them 
indoors. If you do it too early they may 
produce inferior flowers on short, 
stunted stems. 

For me, among the best value-for- 
money houseplants which look elegant

for many 

months of the year are orchids. 

Those who are under the impression that 
they are difficult should think again. 

Price has often been an issue, but in 
recent years the cost of orchids has 
come down and in the new year there 
are likely to be special offers on 
spectacular ones. 

Phalaenopsis, the moth orchid, can 
repeat-flower virtually all year, its 
arching spikes producing graceful 
flowers in shades of pink and white. 

They need a steady temperature of 
around 16-21C (60-70F) and high 
humidity. 

Mine thrive on my kitchen windowsill 
and I happen to have a kettle nearby, so 
am convinced that the steam from the 
kettle gives them as much humidity as 
they need, although you can stand the 
pot on a dish of damp pebbles to provide 
the necessary humidity. 

You must never overwater orchids. 
Give them a good soak once a week 
from below, dunking them in a bowl of 
water for 20 minutes and then placing 
them on a draining board for the same 
amount of time so the excess moisture 
disperses. Hopefully, if you give your 
houseplants the care they need, they 
should be flowering well into the new 
year.

Cook on boil for 
fast start in kart 


AN impressive start to a fledgling 
karting career has given Evan Cook 
plenty to smile about. 

The nine-year-old driver only took 
up the sport this year, but picked 
up two pieces of silverware from 
his first three races at the Red 
Lodge circuit near Newmarket. 
Racing in the novice Honda Cadet 
class, Haverhill-based Cook has 
taken to karting extremely well, 
setting a Cadet lap record as well 
as finishing ahead of older, more 
experienced drivers. 

Proud dad Steve has looked on in 
wonder as his son has quickly got 
to grips with the circuit, “he’s done 
really well there,” he said. 

“He’s been starting races near the 
back of the field with the rest of the 
novices but has gone on to finish 
eighth. Racing seems to come 
quite naturally to him.” 

Cook has been so impressive, 

Ryan Presley has recruited the 
youngster for his Red Lodge-based 
Taylor Made Racing Team. 

Having spotted potential from 
Cook’s performances earlier in the 
year, Presley is keen to help him 
develop further. 


Next year, Cook will face tougher 
competition as he will no longer be 
racing in the novice categories, 
but the Burn End School pupil 
appears well prepared for the 
challenges ahead. 

“Evan told me that in some of the 
races he was holding back,” said 
his father. 

“He didn’t want to make a mistake 
because he wanted to make sure 
he beat the other novices. 

“But he said that next year he’s 
ready to push it a bit more.” 

Cook first became interested in 
karting 18 months ago after getting 
his first taste on an electric kart at 
the Ashton Kite Festival. 

“He seemed very good at it, the 
way he was overtaking drivers who 
looked older and more 
experienced,” said Cook snr. 

“I said that if he was still 
interested I’d take him to a proper 
karting circuit when he’s older. So I 
did, an he really enjoyed it. 

“It’s all down to him. I’ve told him 
that if he doesn’t want to go we’ll 
stop immediately. 

“But he really wants to do it and he 
said he’ll never lose interest.”

Betts and Co 
keep fingers 
crossed... 

HAVERHILL Rovers joined the 
Christmas white-out, but are hoping 
they can start the new year with a 
game. The Bank Holiday Monday 
match against Hadleigh at the New 
Croft was frozen off, but after a 
gentle thaw, hopes are rising that 
the New Year Bank Holiday game at 
Debenham on Monday (noon) will 
get the thumbs up. 

If so, it will be the first since the 
3-0 win over Newmarket on 
December 11 that Rovers have 
played in the Ridgeons League, 
Premier Division. 

Boss Peter Betts will put his players 
through their paces for the first time 
this week at a training session at 
Comberton Village College tonight. 
“We’re travelling 25 minutes to do it 
but it will be good to use the full 
outdoor pitch at Comberton,” he 
said. “It’s been frustrating because 
the weather has prevented us from 
training and other facilities have 
been shut during the holidays.” 

Betts plans to focus more on general 
fitness during the session with a 
match between the first team and 
reserves scheduled for Saturday. 
“That should help the players with 
sharpness,” he said. 

However, skipper Marcus Hunt is 
unavailable for Monday’s game, but 
Betts said: “It’s a blow, but we’ve 
got a big squad so we should be 
able to cope.”

Maclean’s mission 



CAROLINE Maclean heads into 2011 
knowing that it could be the crucial 
year in earning a place in the Great 
Britain wheelchair basketball squad 
for the London 2012 Paralympics. 

The 35-year-old Haverhill-based 
player is one of the senior faces in the 
British squad, and has her heart set 
on reaching her fourth Paralympics, 
after going to Sydney, Athens 
and Beijing. 

The squad recently had their first 
training camp since the world 
championships in fuly, when Great 
Britain were sixth - their highest 
finish at the event. 

“It’s all been going great,” said 
Maclean. “We had the world 
championships this year. We’re 
ranked two places higher at 
sixth now so we’re aiming for a medal 
at London. 

“The people to beat are USA and 
Germany. We played USA in Athens 
and they thrashed us (74-24), but the 
last time (we played them) it was 
only by six points (the USA won). 

“We could beat anyone, it depends 
on the day.” 

It is the year of the European 
championships in Israel, and a 
top-three finish would normally 
guarantee a place at the Paralympics. 
However, as hosts, Great Britain are 
assured a place at 2012. 

But Maclean sees the year as being 
an important one to build on what 
they have done in 2010. 


Maclean said: “I think it will 
probably take the pressure off a little 
bit. We do tend to step up because, 
with Sydney, Athens and Beijing, we 
have always got bronze to qualify. 

“We definitely want a medal and 
would like to get in the final.” 

Maclean is the longest-serving 
member of the squad, and things 
have moved on quite a bit from when 
she originally became part of the 
Great Britain set-up at the European 
championships in 1995. 

“It’s totally different to my first 
tournament,” said Maclean, who 
plays for Essex Outlaws, which 
means training in Maldon and 
playing in Chelmsford. 

“There are seven of us with 
funding now and I’m one of them, 
so I’ve been able to go part-time 
at work. 

“When I first started there weren’t 
many girls trialling, but now there are 
40 or 50 in the country who would 
love to get in the team. 

“You are striving to stay in 
the team and train every day. You 
have to train every day to keep the 
standard up. 

“When I first started, no-one had 
really known about wheelchair 
basketball but now we get a lot 
of support. 

“Because the Paralympics are in 
London, everyone wants to help and 
are a lot more aware of what we do.”
